Applicant is required under 35U.S.C. §121 to elect a single 
disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currently, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must

Claims 1-7, 
17 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to non-elected species.
